The chairman then called upon the 
gentlemen present to present their views 
r ^ a r d i n g the situation in the state, and 
quite a number responded.

The party is in ex- 
cellent condition, and there is no good 
reason for fixing the convention at a late 
day. 
No time was mentioned, but an

of July. 
The meeting was entirely in- 
formal and after an interchange of opin- 
ion, protracted through a couple of hours, 
the uieeting adjourned and the commit- 
tee proper met with closed doors. No 
action was taken on tne subject of hold- 
ing the convention and the committee 
after discussing matters relating to the 
organization and work of the campaign, 
adjourned, subject to call by the chair- 
man.

REPORT OF CIVIL E N G I N E E R . 
The resolutions and other matters referred 
to me at the last meeting of your honorable 
body, I will i-eport as follows, to-wlt: 


1. The resolution of P. J. Scheid. He says 
the specifications do not provide for back fill- 
ing of sand pits and setting of the brick on end 
in the bottom of sand pits. Now, if the gen- 
tleman offering the resolution had carefully 
examined the specification and the plan of 


I pits in the city civil engineer's otfi 
would have saved himself the trouble of in- 
troducing the resolution, as the specification 
sets out very clearly the manner in which re 
filling or back filling Is to be done, and in the 
folloAving language, to-wit: The back filling 
is to be put in carefully in layers one foot 
thick before the next Is put on, and must be 
thoroughly wet down, or rammed, as the na- 
ture of the soli may render best, so as to ef- 
fectually prevent any injury to the sewer or 
street by reason of settling- 
Tbe term back-filling, as used in these specl- 
fleations, refers to the replacing- of excavated 
material, beini? replaced on the sewer proper, 
connections around sand pits or manholes, 
etc. Also, as to brick in the bottom of man- 
holes and sHnd pits being set on end, this 
plan was adopted last July, 1885, and every 
sand pit and manhole constructed in this city 
sincp that time were constructed according to 
that,plan, the brick on the bottom set on end. 
2. -As relates to the resolution of P. J. Scheid 
for i,he removal of surplus earth from the ally 
betifeen Wallace and Virginia streets, from 
La.''4yette to Clay streets, will report that a 
sewer was constructed in said alley before my 
time in office, by Wm. Ottlng, contractor, as 
the records show in the city engineer's office; 
and no complaint being made heretofore, and 
being crowded with work during the whoitt 
summer through that I had no time to look 
after work, that I supposed was thfe duties of 
the street commissioner after the final esti- 
mate ^ as once made by the engineer, and in 
support of this theory frequent resolutions 
have been passed by your honorable body di- 
recting the street commissioner to see that 
the streets and alleys are put in proper shupe, 
and on failure of the contractor so to do, that 
he, the street commissioner, shall proceed, ac- 
cording to law, governing such cases. 


3. As relates to the resolution of Council- 
man Scheid for wrought iron grates to be put 
into thé sand pits of the northeast corner of 
Calhoun and DeWald streets, one on the east 
side of Calhoun and Butler streets and one on 
the east side of Calhoun and 
Masterson 
streets, will report that I have directed the 
contractor, Wm. L. Logan, to place in the in- 
lets of sand pits at the above described loca- 
tions, wrought iron grates, according to plan 
and specification in the city civil engrineer's 
office.

SOIKLE HORSE TALK. 


A B r i t i s l i J j e s s o a f o r B e s r i n n e r s i n 


I>rivingr. 


An Englishinan, Mr. ». esicmey, nas wnt«- 
ten a new book'about the horse. 
Of course, 
he looks at the matter entirely from the Eng- 
lish point of view, bat horses are horses the 
world over. 
The American horse book has 
yet to be written. 
You will be surprised to 
know there is sciu-cely one in this country 
that is worth a rap, and such as there are 
are chiefly rehashes of English literature on 
the subject. 


GOING STRAIGHT. 


One interesting chapter of Mr. Sidney's 
book is devoted to driving. 
There is much 
to be learned from it by Americans. 


In driving you must hold your hands as in 
the picture, whether you have one horse or 
two. 
You must appear to manage 
your 
steed without the slightest effort. 


For a carriage that a man is to drive him- 
self he should be measured for the seat. The 
position approaching the upright one is to be 
altogether avoided. 
"Nothing looks worse 
than t o . s ^ a driver obliged to throw his 
hoad back if he pulls up suddenly," says Mr. 
Sidney. 
For this reason care must be ta^ken 
not to have the seat too high. 
The hands 
should he about on a level in holding the 
reins. 
Hold the elbows easily so that they 
will just clear the hips. 


TURNING TO THE RIGHT. 


The illustration needs n9 explanation. The 
left holding the reins, with the right you 
bear lightly on the right hand one in the 
manner shown. 


Hold your whip in the right hand, always, 
nearly upright. 
But it is hardly ever to be 
used. 
Remember that. 
A spirited 
horse 
needs no urging beyond a touch, which is an 
indication of his master's will. 
The whip is 
only to be used freely' when the animal re- 
fuses to obey. 
And then even the harness is 
to be carefully examined, to make sure noth- 
ing is w^rong with it, making that the cause 
for the horse's fractiousness. 
Whip always 
in front of the pad, upon the foreleg or 
shoulder. 
A pair of horses coupled too close 
to the pole will throw out their hind quarters 
when stopped suddenly. 
Both should be har-

they will draw evenly. 


TUBNING TO THE LEFT. 


When turning to the left advance your 
right hand and grasp the left hand rein, in 
the manner indicated. 


Mind your eyes all the time, and never let 
the reins lie loose. 
Hold them firm enough 
to keep them from slipping iit all times, yet 
lightly, so as not to pull too much. 
Train 
your horses under all circumstances to wait 
till you tell them to go, before starting. 
Labor with tliem imtil you have made them 
understand this. 


BTOPPirfG. 


When you wish to stop your team, do it in 
the manner indic-ated in the picture, not 
pulling your haud-s up to your eyes in the 
disgraceful fashion of some drivers. 
Simply 
shorten up the reins with a turn of the 
wrist. 


No more are you to poke your nose out 
towards the horse's ears and lean forward 
when you drive. 
You are to sit up- 
right, in an easy, commanding position, and 
manage your horses from the shoulder and 
wrist. 
This advice from Mr. Sidney is ad- 
mirable: 


"The rationale of driving may be compared 
to steering a boat. 
There must be no pulling 
and hauling first one side and then the other. 
The slightest niovemeut will bo felt on a 
well-broken, well-bitted horse, and antici- 
pated—just as much pressure as is needful to 
keep the head straight; this pressure on either 
rein is, or should be, very slight." 


Our authority does not go in very strongly 
for holding the i-eins in one hand. 
It may 
look very fine, but it leaves the driver at the 
mercy of any sudden movement the hoi-se 
may make. 
Especially in the beginning of a 
journey a good driver always 
takes the 
reins in both hands, and holfls them thus as 
long as theie is the least possibility of a horse 
Lui-ning to the right or left. 
And even if he 
does fof a little while hold them in the left 
hand he always keeps his right hand where, 
lie can gi'asp them instantly ia case of need. 
It is to be feared that Mr. tMdney never had 
any experience of "^parkiug:" over American 
country roads.

J. T. Harahan, of the Louisville and 
Nashville; H. Walters, of the Atlantic 
Coast Line; and C. D. Gorham, of the 
Nickel Plate, was appointed to decide 
upon a uniform system of signals and 
train rules, to be submitted for adoption 
by the different railroads.

SOME HOKSE TALK. 


A British Wesson for Beginners iu 


An Englishman, Mr. S. Sltlney, has ivn> 


ton a new book about tho horse. Of course, 
he looks at tho matter entirely from the Eng- 
lish point of view, but horses ore horses tho 
world over. Tho American horse book has 
yet to bo written. You will be surprised to 
know there is scarcely ouo in this country 
that Is worth a rap, and such ns there are 
aro chiefly rehashes of English litta'tituro oa 
tho subject. 


GOING STRAIGHT. 


Ono Interesting chapter of Mr. Sidney's 


book is devoted to driving. There is much 
to bo learned from it by Americans. 


In driving you must hold your hands ns in 


the picture, whether you have one horse or 
two. 
You must appeal- to manage your 


steed without tho slightest effort. 


For a carriage that a mau is to drive him- 


self ho should lie measured for tho scat. Tho 
position approaching the upright one is to ba 
altogether avoided. 
"Nothing looks worse 


than totsee a driver obliged to throw his 
hend hack if ho'pulls up suddenly," says Sir. 
Sidney. For this reason cu.ro must bo taken 
not to have the seat too high. The hands 
should 1)0 about on a level in holding the 
ruins. Hold thu elbows easily so that they 
will just clear tho hips. 


TUIWING TO THE niOHT. 


The illustration needs no explanation. The 


left holding the reins, with the right you 
bear lightly on the right hand ono in the 
manner shown. 


Hold your whip in the right hand, always, 


nearly upright But it is hardly ever to bo 
used. 
Homemhf-r that 
A spirited horse 


needs no urging beyond, a touch, which is an 
indication of his master's will. Tho whip is 
only to bo used freely when tho animal re- 
fuses to olwy. And then even the harness is 
to be carefully examined, to make sure noth- 
ing is wioiitf with it, making tiiat the cause 
for the horse's fractiousness. Whip always 
in front of the pad, upon tho forelei* or 
shoulder. A pair of horses coupled too closo 
to tho polo will throw out their hind quarters 
when stopped suddenly. Both should bo hois 
nessed so that when the ruins are crossed 
they will draw evenly. 


TUKNISO TO THE LEFT. 


When turning to the left advance yoar 


right hand and grasp the left hand rein, in 
tho manner indicated. 


Mind your eyes all the time, and never let 


tho reins lie loose. Hold thorn firm enough 
to keop them from slipping at all times, yet 
lightly, so as not to pull too much. Train 
your horses under all circumstances to wait 
till you tell them to go, before starting. 
Labor with them until you havo madu them 
•understand this. 


STOPPING. 


When you wish to slop your tram, do ifc in 


the manner indicated in the picture, not 
pullinu your hands up to your oyra in tho 
disgraceful fashion of some drivers. 
Simply 


shorten up tho reins with n turn of Lhn 
wrisl. 


Xo more are you to poko your noso out 


toward* tho liorsu's cars and lean forward 
when you 
drivo. 
You aro to sit

right, in an oasy, command ing position, and 
manage your lunges from I ho shoulder mid 
wrist. This advice from Mr. Sidney is ad-

Rodgers, 
of the Central of Georgia; H. B. Stone, 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Qnincy; 
T. T. Harahan, of the Louisville and 
Naahville; H. Walters, of the Atlantic 
Coast Line; and C. D. Gorham, of the 
Nickel Plate, was appointed to decide 
upon a uniform system of signals and 
[rain rules, to be submitted for adoption 
by the different railroads.

men have at various times considered 
the question, and on Tuesday again 
wrestled with the matter at the* Grand 
hotel, but at yesterday's meeting an- 
nounced that they were not ready to re- 
port, HO that no report will bo made by 
them until the fall convention, which is 
to be held in New Xork next October.
